PERMANENT WATER SUPPLY. 

James. E. Wadham, the Mayor of 
San Diego, in his first message to the 
Counci’, ref ng to the water sup- 
ply of the city, said: “At the present 
time we.are being supplied through 
the Southern California Mountain Wa- 
ter Company, with good water at a 
léw rate, but our contract will soon 
expire by limitation, and is Hable to 
be broucht to a termination at any 
time by the use of more water than 
can be accommodated by the present 
pipe lines. I therefore submit that 
the cardinal thotight tn the mind of 
every one should be, ‘Have we a per- 
manent and adequate water supply,’ 
and I recommend that delay be not 
indulged, but that steps be forthwith 
taken, to the end that San Diego shall 
acquire and own its own water sup- 
piy. When we can say to our citizen, 
and to the stranger, that the city of 
San Diezo owns its water and water 


system, from the brook that fills the 


reservoir ta the faucet that supplies 
the house wife, then, and not till 
then, shall I be satisfied that we are 
roceeding with that degree of care 
that should be manifested in making 
our proposed park, and other im- 
provements, and incurring bonded in- 
Aebtedness, which might preclude the 
possibility of such Pp on 
part of the city.” :

We say that this is a legitimate subject for the stu- 
dents of sociology, the politician and th< statesman, 
legislators and Governors to give the closest attention 
they are capable of. These conditions demand the 
broadest, most temperate investigation and the most 
sympathetic treatment. It may be freely granted that 
the Christian minister of whatever name or denomina- 
tion, of whatever degree in the hierarchy, has a per- 
fect right outside of his temple of worship and his pul- 
pit to take part in this study and to contribute his 
share to the solution of the vexed problem. The min- 
ister is as much a citizen as the layman, and from his 
education and experience of life should be the best able 
of all persons in the congregation to*help in the greatly 
desired solution. He always ought to be so, but alas, 
he very often falis short of the measure, and this is par- 
ticularly true in the preacher’s dealings with the sub- 
ject being considered here and those cognate with it. 
‘It is when the preacher, minister or priest rises in his 
appointed place in the congregation and standing, as 
he claims to do, in the very footsteps of his Master, 
that as we see things he ought te very clearly discrimi- 
nate between the Christian point of view and the legal 
one in discussing a question like this.

They show what the buildings are, and what the farms 
cost. They tell you all about every tract that is mort- 
gaged, and also the expense of running each farm and 
the profit therefrom. | 
Others of the answers relate to the livestock of all

kinds. The census men have counted the horses, cattle 
and pigs, and the mules, goats and sheep as well. Uncle 
Sam has even taken count of the chickens. He can tell 
you how many fowls we are rearing, and how many eggs 
these fowls produce. He has full details as to the food 
crops, even to such vegetables as onions, green peas and

Indeed, we are fast becoming a nation of city dwell- 
ers. We have 2400 towns each of which has more than 
2500 population, five which run from half a million to a 
million in size, and in the quarter-million grade there 
are eleven, while of those from 100,000 to 250,000 we 
find thirty-one. New York and Chicago have now twice 
as many people as the whole United States had a hun- 
dred years ago, and New York alone has a million more 
inhabitants than the whole nation had when the first 
census was taken, in 1790. Indeed, it was not until] 1820 


that we had a single city which contained 100,000, and 


in 1800 we had only thirty-four municipalities all told. 
At that time New York had 60,000; Philadelphia, about 
40,000; Boston, 25,000, and Baltimore, 26,000. The 
smallest incorporated town mentioned in the list was 
Erie, Pa., which then had only eighty-one souls, so few 
that it. would be a village in the census of today.

The Two Kinds. 


There are two kinds of sparkling wine in France as 
well as other places. The true champagne gets its 
Sparkie from natural fermentation in the bottle It 
comes from the sugar that is grown in the grape itself. 
The other kind, which I believe is usually called mous- 
seux, is simply the fermented grape juice with car- 
bonic acid gas pumped into it mechanically and then 
corked up. In buying wines at the retail stands in the 
French cities one must know something about the sub- 
ject not to have these mousseux wines artificially 
charged palmed off as sparkling wines made by fermex- 
tation. | have bought so-called champagnes for 50 
cents American a full quart and sparkling chablis for 
20 or 25 cents a quart. In neither case were they un- 
palatable, but one realizes that they differ very little 
from the Oregon “champagne” sold in our own maikets, 
which are all made from apple juice. 7 

There are none of these French wines known to me 
that are just like, and few of them near like, the Call- 
fornia wines. The wines of Spain, especially those 
from the southern part of the country, are much more 
like our California beverages. Those of Italy are not 
so much like ours as the Spanish ones, but more 80 
than the French. Chianti, the usual table wine of Italy 
of the better quality, is a little more piquant than our 
dry red wines. They have a little touch of the German 
characteristics about them, but not much. After read- 


ing Col. George W. Roosevelt's arraignment of French

Now as to our own wines and the market for them 
abroad.

He turned to his ledger (this was in Dublin) and showed 
me that half a dozen years ago the house enjoyed a 
good and growing trade in California wines of the dry 
types. Then for the past few years the sales dwin- 
died until they fell almost to nothing. He was very 
frank and explicit as to the reasons for this. The Cali- 
fornia wines shipped to the house in former years were 
of a character that exactly suited the taste of the cus- 
tomers of the house. They were wines of good body, 
moderately heavy in alcohol, and that was just the 
kind the people of the British Isles called for. While 
this quality of wine was obtainable the trade grew satis- 
factorily, but then came a change in the wines which 
he regarded as a deterioration, or rather this was the 
view his customers took of the matter. They became 
thin in body and very deficient in alcohol according to 
the British standard. So the sales fell off and they 
gave up attempting to build up trade or to carry on 
what they had.

CHAINS AND CHAIN MAKING. 


CABLES STILL HAND FORGED. } 

(New York Sun:] There are cliains that are sold by 
the foot, but the great bulk of chains, including all cable 
and mooring chains, are sold by the pound. The price 
ranges from 3% to 12 cents a pound, according to size, 
material and quality. 

All cables and other very heavy chains are made of 
wrought iron, and there afe made wrought-iron chains 
of all sizes down to and ineluding chain of material a 
quarter of an inch in diameter; but nowadays most of 


of soft steel, such chain being made in sizes ranging, by 


When the size of a chain is spoken of by those famil- 
iar with chains it always refers not to the link but to the 
material used in it. Thus a one-inch chain would be 
made of one-inch steel or iron. The completed link 
would be about five or eix times as long and about three 
and a half times as wide across as the thickness of the 
material of which it was made. 


chain of soft steel is machine-made. They take a long 
bar of steel and bend it cold around a mandril that is 
oval in shape. The bar is thus bent into what looke 
like a spiral spring with its coils not round but oblong. 
This spiral is cut up cold im a cutting machine which 
cuts it into as many parts as there are coils, each of 
these being the material for a link, and at the same 
time the machine «preads each of these sections apart 
a little at the opening and it cuts on each of the two 
free ends a long scarf or bevel and bends the ends over 
within the opening. 

This bent piece of steel is now in shape roughly 
speaking like a letter U with rather long arms and with 
its two ends scarfed and bent over inward; it needs only 
to have those scarfed ends welded together to make 
it a link of chain. The chain-maker sits at a foot-oper- 
ated power hammer with a forge beside him in which 
he heats the open links. 

He takes from fire a link suitably heated and

pinches the open ends of the new link together under

This length of iron is heated, one 
end at a time, and one after the other the ends are 
hammered dowa by hand on an anvil to shape the 
scarves or bevels. Then this straight piece of heavy 
wrought iron with scarved ends is swaged into link 
form, and if it is to be a stud or bar chain there is 
placed within the link before it is welded together the 


its ends rounded in, concaved to fit the rounding sur- 
face of the link iron, the stud being placed across the 
link inside of it and midway of its length. 

Once in place and the link pinched together on its 
ends the stud couldn't be got out except by breaking it 
out with a sledge. Its purpose is to prevent the links 
from drawing together at their sides and wedging un- 
der heavy strains. In a stud chain there is a stud in 
every link. 

With the stud in place and the link bent to shape 
with the scarves overlapping the link is again put in 
the fire to be finally heated for the welding, which is 
done by hand. It takes a blacksmith to handle it, and 
on big chains three or four helpers striking with sledges 
to do the welding. The iron must be of precisely the 
right heat and the blows must be quick and sure, to

usual and scattering. Which of these exceptional 
proclamations have been composed by minds other than 
that of Mr. Adee is one of the state secrets which our 
premier’s department keeps under seal. Theoretically 
the nation’s thanks and the nation’s defense are per- 
sonally engineered by the President himself.

would be known as “Adee, the Indispensable.” For 
over forty-two years he has officiated in our diplomatic 
service, and although originally elevated thereto by a 
Republican President, he was persuaded to remain an 
assistant secretary under the Democratic premiers, 
who found that they absolutely could not spare him, de- 
spite the fact that many of the faithful hankered for his 
office. Mr. Adee’s has long been the master hand in 
the wording of treaties, the writing of diplomatic notes 
to the powers, the construction 6f state documents. He 
is the memory center of the Department of State and its 
index of diplomatic precedents, as well as its arbiter of 
social precedence. When distinguished foreigners visit 
our country it is he who arranges their seats at state 
functions and their places in parades or ceremonials. 
Like all true geniuses he is among the most modest of 
men, and cares little for the shams of so-called “soci- 
ety.” After concentrating his energies upon his official 
work for ten months of the year, he cuts loose each 
summer, expresses his bicycle to New York, takes it 
aboard an ocean steamer, mounts it on the European 
side of the Atlantic and, with his camera slung across 
his back, rides through Europe for two months. Dur-

Dinner Call by Horn. 


LONDON’S OLDEST CUSTOM RELIC OF 
| THE CRUSADERS. 


By a Special Contributor. 


OWHERE do old customs cling more firmly than 

in the ancient seat of legal learning. the Middle 

Temple, London, which still jealously guards the 
traditions it has inherited. 

To the present day benchers, barristers and students 
are summoned to dinner each evening during term time 
by the winding of a horn—a custom which has survived 
on this spot since the romantic days of the Crusaders. 
Every evening at 5:30 during the three weeks of the 
legal terms, a warder, in gold-braided uniform, pro- 
cures the ox horn from the strong room of the Middle 
Temple, and proceeding to the famous. fountain in Foun- 
tain Court, summons the members to dinner by blow- 
ing a blast on ‘this primitive instrument. 

He then visits each court in turn, according to ancient 
custom, and many a bencher throws up his window to 
listen to the sound of the winding horn, which has been 
heard continuously in these precincts since the time 
when the Knights Tempiar established themselves 
there in 1184. 

Its use recalls the days when clocks and watches were 
unknown, and the voice of the watchman, calling ont 
the time, was a familiar sound through the night

When the Templars founded their new monastery be- 
tween Whitefriars and Essex House in the Strand, the 
latter was, as its name implies, merely a beach beside 
the silver Thames, and all around was open.country, the 
site of the present law courts being a large field which 
was used as a tilting ground by the Knights. In later 
days, when the men of law had taken over the settle 
ment of the Knights Templar, the students, who were 
resident in the Temple, were dependent on its kitchen 
for their daily meals. After a hurried breakfast in the 
buttery at 8 o'clock, they would take their law books, 
and wander off along the Strand, where, in summer time, 
they lay under the trees and bushes studying law. Some 


would row across the river to the Surrey fields, and wan-/| 


der through the open country. 

Half an hour before dinner the panyer man, who drew 
the daily supply of bread every morning from Westmin- 
ster, used to take a large ox horn and walk along the 
river's side, blowing the horn as a signal to the stu- 
dents to return to the temple for dinner. 

The members of the Middle Temple, in fact, have pre- 
served the Templars’ idea of brotherhood and their 
military ritual at meals far more scrupulously than 
their colleagues of the Inner Temple, as can be seen 
from a well-known description of their dining in hall. 
“At all other inns of court the benchers file in from a 
side door to their respective seats, and withdraw in 
similar fashion. Here alone is the Old World and an- 
cient usage of the benchers circling the hall in the 
course of the dinner; and that, too, in the way of the 
sun, as if to show that attendance at the fraternal and 
sacramental meal is also their daily path of duty, just 
as his. The procession is headed by the mace, the cur 
tailed battle ax, emblem power to instantly punish, 
like the consular fasces of old. Before entering the hall 
the mace strikes a heavy blow on'the floor, as if from a 


lance butt, to call to attention a military assemblage. 


The members at once rise in their places, and “dress,” 
shoulder to shoulder, and mace moves on, leading the 
procession to the dais, which, however, it does not cross, 
but halts below. The benchers, passing along, accord- 
ing to ancient Templar rule, two and two, mount the 
dais and “parade” in line, looking down the hall. Then, 
with the benchers still “at attention,” the head porter 
takes a mallet, and strikes with it three distinct blows 
upon the table, as with a lance butt, representing—-sol- 
dier fashion and symbolically—the invocation of the 
Trinity. The military part over, the religious portion 
follows, as to which the ancient use appears to have 
varied, probably in Reformation times. The mace 
withdraws and remains outside the hall until, din- 
ner being finished and grace about to be said, it is 
finally sumimoned to give the three mysterious knocks 
of invocation.” | | 

The panyer man, who was formerly charged with the 
duty of winding the horn, had, we learn from the old 
accounts, also to provide the hall with mustard, pepper 
and vinegar, his annual wages in 1638 amounting to $26. 
Other useful members of the staff were the chief wash 
pot and the under wash pot, the chief turn broach, the 
Ssteward's servant and under turn spit; the last named 
receiving $6 a year. 

The horn now in use in the Middle Temple possesses 
no antiquarian interest in itself, dating back only some 
ten years. It was brought over from the Argentine by 
one of the members shortly before it was found neces- 
sary to discontinue the use of the old one. “Ye horn of 
ye Middle Temple” had become so decrepit, through 
age and constant use, that the weird and fancy sounds 
it emitted were calculated to bring it into ridicule. It 
had become a mass of silver bands, which had been 
added from time to time to keep it together, and close 
up the cracks in its sides. But in spite of these bands, 
the air still escaped so freely that the warder who blew 
it had to place a wet handkerchief over the horn every 
time he used it. 

So the ancient horn, which had sounded the welcome 
dinner in term time for generations, was 
retired list, and now it only sees the light

TRAWLING FOR COD. 

[Edison Monthly:] Trawling is the most common 
way of taking codfish. Two men put out in a dory and 
anchor a pair of buoys a short distance apart. A little 
further on they set a second pair. 

A line or trawl is stretched between each pair; hooks 
are attached at distances of about a foot and each hook 
is baited with a herring. 

“There is no bigger fool than a herring,” is a common 
saying among the fishermen. They are the prey for 
every fish, particularly the cod, and for this reason, as- 
well as for the ease with which they are caught, her- 
rings are used as bait. ? 

A ring of slender saplings, known as a herring weir, is 


‘built in one of the numberless little bays along the coast 


of Maine. The saplings are set about six inches apart 
with a funnel-shaped entrance at one side. A straight 
line of saplings running through the mouth of the funne! 
turns the fish into the weir, where they swim round and 
round in circles, until the tide falls. 

Then fishermen go out after them in boats and take 
them up by the netful. No net encircles the weir and 
nothing but the herring’s stupidity prevents it turning 
to one side and swimming to liberty. Instead of turning 
though, it goes around in a circle.

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F RICHARD H. DANA, who visited San Diego in 
I 1835, could drop down from the skies today into “Old 
Town,” or Old San Diego, he would not feel wholly 
a stranger. While three-quarters of a century have 
passed since the Boston brig Pilgrim first sighted Point 
Loma, guarding the entrance to San Diego Bay the 
general appearance of things is about. the same as then, 
notwithstanding much decay and ruin, and many 
changes due to the rise of the near-by New San Diego. 
Presidio Hill, on which the Spaniards erected their 
first fort and mission church, still rises up on the banks 
of the San Diego River, a hill only about fifty feet high, 
but without a single building or ruined wall visible. The 
hill has been cut away on the river side as much as 


100 feet, so that it is no longer of attractive shape.

| fort’s armament claimed two old Spanish cannon, one 


of which was spiked, and the other was minus a gun: 
carriage. Down in the little plaza one sees today the 
big spiked cannon lying close to the spot where the 
American flag was first raised by Geu. John C. Fremont 
during the Mexican war. Long after Dana's visit, at the 
close of the war, this spiked cannon was brought from 
the Presidio Hilf and set up im the plaza as a whipping 
post for refractory Indians, and as a public hitching 
post for Mexican horses and burros. 

In 1835 the houses of San Diego numbered about forty 
adobe structures, with only two of any pretensions as 
to size or appearances. Of these two homes of the “no- 
bility” one at least is easily identified today in the Ser- 
rano house, standing west of the Presidio Hill ont the 
narrow Spanish street leading down to the bay. The 
sign of “nobility” in old Spanish San Diego was the 
ability to afford a plastered house, and in the Serrano 
building we see a fair sample of the very few “aristo- 
cratic” homes of Dana's day, seventy-five years ago.

The responsibility for this mutilation must be laid at 
the door of the United States goverument engineers, 
who, in 1877, turned the channe! of the San Diego River 
northward so as to make it empty into False Bay, north 
of Point Loma peninsula, the soll from Presidio Hill 
being used to build the new government river embank- 
ment. In Dana's day Presidia Hili had only @ single 
habitable building, and this was used by the Spanish 
commandant as a residence, The other structures were 
in ruins. Today all one can do is to trace the outlines 
of the Presidio foundations, and gather adobe bricks 
as relics of a bygone civilization. At the foot.of the 
hill the two old palms planted by the padres still flour- 
ish at the hoary age of 142 yearsi These palms have 
been an enigma to lovers of the old mission days in San 
Diego: Why these two lone trees at the foot of the 
Presidio? What purpose did they serve? The solution 
appears to be that they were planted there, twelve feet 
apart, to mark the entrance into the Presidio grounds 
on. the liftle-hill.

STATES ARE STARTING TO PROTECT | 
THE WILD BREED. 


By Rene Bache. 


Y AN ODD TURN of events, the turkeys are them- 
selves entitled to a Thanksgiving this year. They 
have been newly placed on the list of game birds by 
the Legislature of Massachusetts, and in future will not 
be allowed to be shot at any season in that State. 
_ This seems the more remarkable, because the fowls 
«hus protected by law are wild turkeys, and there are 
none such in any part of New England at the present} 
time. But explanation of the matter lies in the fact 
that they are now being introduced in considerable 
numbers into Massachusetts, with a view to breeding 
them under conditions of semi-domestication. ws 
The same sort of experiment is being made in Cali- 
fornia, and also in New York State, where the Game 
Breeders’ Association (an influential and wealthy or 
ganization of public-spirited men,) is already raising 
wild turkeys on a considerable scale on its breeding 
farms, some hundreds of the birds having been trappe} 
in Virginia and the Carolinas for the purpose. Wher. 
as is expected, the New York Legislature grants them 
the requisite protection against pot hunters, they will 
be allowed to shift for themselves, the prospect being 
that they will again become, as of yore, the denizens of

demand. 

It was declared recently by the government Biologi. 
cal Survey that the only possible salvation of the wild 
turkey lay in its partial domestication.-In early colo 
nial days. birds of this species were very numerous in 
Massachusetts, and so tame that flocks of them were fre- 
quently seen in the neighborhood of settlers’ houses.. 
They have been extinct in New England fer more than 
half a century, and in other parts of the country they 
have become so wild as to be hard to shoot. But this 
is merely a consequence of the relentless warfare waged 
upon them by hungry man. They are not by 
particularly shy, and, in the opinion of the experts,

It is not easy to realize that a century ago wild tur- 
keys were so abundant over a wide range of territory, 
from Maine to Louisiana, that one could buy them for 6 
cents apiece!

Today a big wild 
turkey costs $5. Ruthless pot-hunting has been mainly 
responsible for the destruction of the species.

The males attain gigantic size, many of 
them, when freshly killed, tipping the scales at nearly 
fifty pounds. 

It is an object lesson in the effect of semi-domestica- 
tion upon the turkey. The biris on Fisher's Island are 
to all intents and purposes wild. Doubtless they imag- 
ine themselves to be as free as any wild feathered crea- 
tures. Deprived of artificial shelter, and obliged to live 
in a state as near to nature as possible (while protected 
against all natural enemies,) they thrive in an extraordi 
nary way. No roosts are provided for them; they build 
their nests in the open. It is altogether wonderful, and, 
incidentally, it affords a suggestion of the possibilities 
which partial domestication might offer to the wild tur- 
key. |

Successful Experiment. 


The Fisher's Island enterprise may fairly be called the 
most remarkable, as well as the most successful, zoolog!- 
cal experiment of its kind ever made. It began with the 
introduction of a few scores of ordinary tame turkeys, 
which were allowed to shift for themselves, with no 
shelter provided for them—that is to say, nothing of any

“peters out” after 
a while. Inbreeding causes deterioration, and most 
farmers destroy the quality of their own stock by sell- 
ing each year the biggest and finest of their turkeys, re- 
taining the inferior specimens for purposes of propaga- 
tion. The result is inevitable. On the other hand, wild 
turkeys are the select of their race, having survived 
through generations by reason of their superiority to 
others of their kind. Such a bird, as a father, is invalu- 
able to the future of a flock. His offspring (when he 
mates with tame turkey hens) are bigger and hardier 
than ordinary turkeys. Furthermore, their meat has a 
better flavor. 


Extinction Threatened. 


The Biological Survey, however, calls attention to ihe 
fact that the wild turkey, unless means for its preserva- 
tion are promptly taken, must soon disappear; and what 
will breeders do then? Fanciers might possibly pre- 
serve the desired qualities by propagation on scient'fic 
lines, but it is doubtful. Obviously, the immediate point 
of importance is to prevent the threatened extinction 
of this precious bird, if only for the reason that it is 
absolutely needed to preserve one of the most important 
of our farm industries. 

The readiness of the wild turkey (a different species 
from the domestic turkey, which is of Mexican origia) 
to acccpt domestication is evidenced by the fact that, 
notwithstanding its acquired shyness, it is forever trying 
to intrude upon our farmyards. Every now and then a 
gobbler of the woods annexes a flock of tame hens, after 
triumphant batcle with the less vigorous leader thereof, 
and marches off with them. And it often happens that 
farmers, discovering nests full of wild turkeys’ eggs in

We reached the zone of the bay tree and the scattered 
lacy brake. We began to hear the stream when far 
above, but were not sure for a while whether it was the 
morning wind in the pines with their myriad sighing 
voices, or the true sharps and trebles of water singing 
over stony ways. After a long descent we came to it— 
a turbulent mountain brook in a deep rock bed, over 
which canyon maples and high-limbed white oaks were 
hanging. 

It was easy to imagine things about this mountain, 
with its cascades of fern gushing like spray from its 
steep slope. The Greeks would have called it a sacred 
mountain—“Mother Ida,” “many-fountained Ida.” Sa- 
tyrs would have skipped down its rocky ways on their 
tough little goat feet.

- @ wild-game problem to unravel. Uncle Sam prof- 
_& iting by experience, has created a new division of 
the Bureau of Fisheries at Washington to be known as 
the Alaska Fisheries Survey. 
This new division will hereafter look after all Alaska 
fur seals, the lesser fur-bearing animals, the beaver and 
sea otter, and almost all the varieties of bear. From 
now on no fur-bearing animals may be killed in Alaska, 
except under the rules laid down by the sew Fisheries 
Survey. The sea oiter, one of the most valuable fur- 
bearing animal in the world, is not to be hunted for a 
period of nine years, while the beaver is to have a 
respite for a period of four years. The main work, how- 
ever, of the new division will be to take the greatest 
eare of the fur seals. Five game wardens have just 
been appointed and they are to guard not only the fur-

Dr. Barton W. Evermann, who will have direct charge 
of Alaska’s vast game resources, under the supervision 
of Commissioner George M. Bowers, gave the writer an 


interesting talk on the duties of the new division.| 


“When the fur-seal service was transferred to the Bu- 
reau of Fisheries,” said Dr. Evermann, “it became nec- 
@esary to reorganize the bureau to sOme extent in or- 
der to take care of that service. In the reorganization, 
the fur-sea) service, the Alaska salmon service and the 
fur-bearing animals of Alaska were all placed together 


under the title of the Alaska Fisheries Survey, with

‘The Bive Fox. 


“In addition to the seals there are other valuable 
fur-bearing animals, on the Pribyloff Islands, among 
which is the blue fox. The skin of a blue fox is worth 
about $50, and is quite as valuable as that of the fur 
seal. The total catch of the blue foxes during the 
winter of 1910-11 was 391. 

“Little attention was given the blue fox on these 

_ islands before, but it is believed the yield of this species 
of fox can be easily increased to more than 1000 per 
year, if proper care is provided. There are a few white

“| Small Deer in the Southerly Section. 


Although the greater part of Alaska is without smal 
deer, the southeastern coast region or “panhandle” is 
greatly favored in this respect. Only one variety oc- 
curs, however, the so-called Sitka deer, but this one is 
very abundant. It is a variety of Columbia blacktail, 
but smaller. Like the biacktail and mule deer, it is a 
“bounding” deer, and in flight pursues a zigzag course, 
alighting on all four feet at once after each leap. Un- 
like the whitetail, it does not raise its tail or “flag” 
when running. In size it is small, ordinary bucks weigh 
less than 100 pounds. Previous to the enactment of the 
Alaska game law deer were killed by hundreds -and 
even thousands merely for their hides, which netted 
the hunter few cents apiece. : 

Alaska is without rival in respect to number and va- 
riety of bears. No fewer than thirteen kinds live in 
the territory. These, however, belong to only four gen- 
eral types, the brown bears, the grizzlies, the black 
bears and the polar bears. | 

The brown bears are the most numerous and most 
important. They are of huge size, being much larger 
than the grizzlies and all other bears except the polar 
bear and their relatives of Kamschatka. Therefore, 
the statement, often made, that they are the largest 
carnivorous animals in the world needs littie quali- 

It has also been said that the brown bears are less 
ferocious than the grizzlies, but the evidence is con- 
flicting. Certainly they are more powerful and at close 
quarters very dangerous. They come out of their win- 
ter sleep early in the spring, usually im April. When 
the. salmon begin to run they fed largely on them and 
on this account have been called fish bears, or fish-eat- 
ing bears, although other bears Have the same habit. 
They eat a-great variety of other food, how , in- 
cluding kelp and shellfish secured about the mouths 
of streams and along tide flats, and also berries, roots, 
ground squirrels, and mice obtained on higher ground. 


Brown Bears Growing Fewer. 


— 


The brown bears of Alaska will doubtless become 
very rare or extinct at no very distant date. Sich for- 
midable, carnivorous animals, even though not in- 
clined to attack human beings, are commonly regarded 
as a menace to the safety of travelers and therefore 
undeserving of protection. Already they hav2 become 
scarce on Kodiak Island, where formerly very abun- 
dant, and on the Alaska Peninsula, though stil) fairly 
numerous, they are being killed at a rate probably 
greatly in excess of their increase. In the heavy for- 
ests of Southeast Alaska and in the region of Mount 
St. Elias they may hold their own longer. 

Black bears are fairly common throughout all Alaska. 
They are among the shyest of animals and many slip 
away without allowing themselves to be seen. Thus in 
many districts where fairly common they are supposed 
to be scarce. Belonging with the black bear group is the 
rare and interesting glacier bear, inhabiting the south- 
eastern slopes of the St. Elias Range and near-by moun- 
tains, at least from Cross Sound to the vicinity of Cape 
St. Elias. This bear is supposed to live near the numer- 
ous glaciers of this region, but its habits are practically 
unknown and, so far as reported, it has never been killed 
by a white man. Scarcely a dozen specimens, mostly 
imperfect, are contained in the museums of the world. 
The glacier bear is similar in size and general charac- 
teristics to the black bear, differing mainly in color, 
which is silvery gray slightly mixed with black, the nose 
being brown and the feet blackish. In certain conditions 
of pelage the color has a somewhat slaty or bluish gray 
effect, hence the name “blue bear’ which is sometimes 
applied to the animal. ! 

The well-known polar bear, which is no less common 
near the northern Coast of Alaska than elsewhere in 
similar latitudes, completes the list of Alaska’s bears. 
Owing to the remoteness of its habitat it is seldom seen 
except by whaling or exploring parties. | 

Although the walrus is not always considered a game 
animal a paragraph may be devoted to it, since its im- 
posing tusks*are often sought by trophy hunters and 
since it has been protected by the Alaska game law. 
The Pacific walrus, except for its larger size, is in all 
general features and habits practically identical with 
the Atlantic animal. It is now rare South of Bering 
Strait, although formerly large numbers came South 
each season with the pack ice. In comparatively recent 
times also, several good-sized colonies of walrus lived 
throughout the year about the shores of Bering Sea, es- 
pecially in Bristol Bay, but only the merest remnant of 
these are left. 


The Game Birds. 


Alaska’s game biras are mostly breeding waterfowl, 


‘ithe same well-known migratory species which spend all 


or part of the winter in the United States. Therefore, 
while the Territory is highly important as a refuge for 
large game, it is scarcely less so as a shelter, for our 
surviving waterbirds, ducks, geese and wading birds, so 
recently abundant on our coasts and inland ‘ters, are 
everywhere diminishing in numbers, and more than ¢ » 
species is threatened with extinction in the near future. 
Under such circumstances the innumerable ponds of the 
interior of Alaska and the lonely tundras of its north- 
ern coasts, in which many of these birds rear their 
young, become of the utmost importance. The birds 
arrive in the north early in the spring, in April or May, 
and after breeding leave for the south in August and 
September. Among them are great numbers of ducks, 
geese, swans and va#t hordes of smal! shorebirds, as

SPLENDORS OF A DURBAR. 


HOW THEI. MAJESTIES WILL BE WELCOMED IN 
THE INDIAN EMPIRE, 


[Tit-Bits:] “The most gorgeous spectacle the world 
has ever seen.” Such was the description, nearly ten 
years ago, of King Edward's Coronation Durbar; but it 
is said that al) the splendors which then dazzled the 
eyes of the most pageant-loving Indian potentates will 
be completely eclipsed by the Durbar of which Delhi 
will scon be the scene. ; | 

You may search the whole world through without 
finding a site more appropriate than Delhi for such 
pageants as will blaze forth in India during December. 
Throned on a hill commanding the broad waters of the 
Jumna, girdled by he strong walls with their ten impos- 
ing gateways, the ancient capital of the Mogul Empire. 
epitomizes all the magnificence and dignity of the east- 
ern world. 

It is a city of stately palaces, mosques, and imperial 
tombs. Over the entrance to one vast group of palacees, 
whose carving and exquisite inlaid work are the wonder 
and envy of the world, 1€ 
“If there is heaven on earth, it is this—it is this.” 
Around the imperial city is a green girdle of groves and 
gardens, lovély as a dream; and her glittering domes 
and minarets look ovér the historic “ridge,” crowned 
with memorials of the mutiny, on a prospect of far- 
stretching woods and richly-cultivated lands. 

Such is the setting of the series of magnificent 
pageants, of which George V, Emperor and King, will 
be the dominant figure when his Indian subjects flock, 
in all their many-hued gorgeousness, to pay him homage 
On the outskirts of Delhi will rise a tented city, more 
sumptuous in its equipment than the historic “field of 
the cloth of gold"—a camp which will have a popula- 
tion of a quarter of a million persons, including all the 
greatest in our eastern empire—Rajah and Maharajah, 
Nizam and Begum, with all their gorgeous retinues, 
governors of provinces, and an army of high officials.

Thus, or similarly, arrayed, the King-Emperor will, 
on this august day, receive the formal homage of the 
great native princes and officials of his Indian empire— _ 
representative of 300,000,000 subjects, speaking a hun- 
dred tongues and dialects, and spread over an area of 
one and three-quarter million square miles. 

Before him will pass in long and dazzling procession, 
with their retinues, attired in all the colors of the rain- 
bow and ablaze with priceless jewels, all che great na- 
tive rulers of India. .The Gaekwar of Baroda, ruler of

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Ideal Street Planting Needed. 


OS ANGELES stands in need of a few good exam- 

ples of parkway planting to provide patterns for 
those who are extending our residence areas in every 
direction. We want parkways from twenty to forty 
feet wide, so that we may either plant giant conifers 
fully furnished with branches to the ground, or plant 
other trees and shrubs in groups so as to escape the 
evet-present formality now evident in our planting 
everywhere. Could we have just one avenue properly 
planted with conifers it would in time become world- 
renowned. Forty feet should be the width of parkway, 
sown to grass and a ring of sod cuit out around the 
little tree, to be increased as the tree grows. In @ 
row in the middle of such a parkway should be planted 
Cedrus deodora, the Giant Cedar of the Himalayas; 
Librocedrus decurrens, our Incense Cedar; or Sequoia 
sempervirens, the Redwood. They should not be 
planted closer than about one hundred feet, or three 
or four to each block, and other and temporary plant- 
ing be made between them. No pruning should ever be 
dene, but the lower branches should be allowed to 
spread from curb to walk. In a score of years all other 
planting could be removed and the giant pyramids

would stand alone, sufficiently distanced from each 
other that residents on the street could see and be 
seen. The effect, when looking down the avenue, would 
far surpass in beauty and dignity, and sufficiency, any 
formal planting now extant on the Pacific Coast. 


like effect could be given on each side of the ‘street 
that would go far toward counteracting the harsh, 
monotonous lines of formality in curb, sidewalk and 
property line; also the flatness and insufficiency of it 
all from a standpoint of beauty of outlook. Street 
trees could be planted at various distances between 
curbs, singly, in twos and in threes, interspersed with 
clumps of shrubbery. This would give a narrow, park- 
like effect on each side and could the walks be included 
the effect would be rendered still more beautiful and 
picturesque. The walks could gently curve from near 
one side to the other; the curves not so abrupt or 
pronounced as to deter the hurrying pedestrian from 
covering the shortest distance between two given 
points, yet enough to give beauty and variety to the 
whole that would prove very satisfying to all observers. 
All herein outlined has been carried out in many places, 
not all abroad, but in our own country—in Chicago, for 
exgample—therefore there is nothing impracticable 
about it. The chief drawback is that the returns are 
not quick enough for our wild-cat real estate boomers. 
Few can be found sufficiently unselfish or generous 
enough to plant for future generations and nothing 
worthy of emulation in this line may be built on a 
less stable foundation. |

- FTER all is said it is the wise fruit grower who 
proposes “to see the faults of ethers and to feel 
his own” in the occupation of his choice. Circum- 

stances may be such that the exercise of wisdom may 


sense is the most reliable asset possessed by the fruit 
I once heard a national authority upon rural 
economics say that the farmer must have assistance to 
realize a profit upon his products. According to this 
doctrine he needs only the capacity and inclination to 
feed the world, but to enrich himself in so doing he must 
have the selling end of his business conducted by some 
one with mercantile endowments. ; 

To get at the truth of a proposition definitions do not 
always assist. If we define the above statement as 
meaning that the farmer must produce his commodities 
and then surrender control thereof to the produce mer- 
chant, no doctrine could be more erroneous; if it means 
that the producer of his own volition and under his own 
control should employ men especially endowed with the 
gifts of “barter and trade’ we may all subscribe to the 
doctrine with safety, for herein is the practice of the 
most successful organizations engaged in selling agri- 
cultural products. “The average farmer is not a mer- 
chant; he is only a producer,” pursued the authority. 
Admitted. Yet he is not without wisdom, and that prop- 
erly directed will assist him in either organizing his 
own agencies, or in selecting the very best already in 
existence. Gratuitous assistance is often self-impelled 
and seldom helpful. The future farmer will prosper 
largely as he compels circumstances and conditions. 
The greatest possible profits of his labors must come 
through the exercise of common-sense in the disposing 
of his commodities. 

Demonstration Trains. 


HE ANNOUNCEMENT that the university will take 

the road again this winter with its demonstration 
train will be well received by all the rural districts of 
the State adjacent to the lines of the Southern Pacific. 
Starting three years ago with one car in charge of the 
University and another in charge of the State Horti- 
cultural Commission, this train is now a rolling museum 
of farm éxhibits and a traveling compendium of instruc- 
tion upon topics of interest to the farmers. After the 
first year the Horticultural Commission had to abandon 
its part of the work on account of lack of funds, but the 
university has perfected and enlarged the scheme until 
there is nothing lacking in the field that institution has 
attempted to occupy. 

Last year fifty-two farmers’ demonstration trains were 
vperated in the United States, with a total of 189,645 
visitors to twenty-six of these trains reporting the 
number in attendance. They traversed 40,771 miles of 
track, the time occupied being 589 days for a single 
train. Operating expenses upon the part of the rail 
roads were estimated at $56,429, the aggregate expense 
involved for train service, lecturers and demonstrators 
being $91,429 for the year. The total attendance is es- 
timated at 379,290. 

In illustrative material, dairy cattle, poultry, swine 
and other farm animals were carried along. The lectur- 
ers are usually furnished by the agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations in the State in which the train 
is run. It cost about $35,000 to pay the salaries of the 
lecturers, yet these men would have been paid the same 


amount approximately in other lines of work had they 


not been employed upon the demonstration trains. At 
any rate, it was money well invested. 

There is a feeling, however, to which I have tried to 
give additional force, to the effect that in California we 
need more attention paid to the distribution of agricul- 
tural products, especially to fruits and fruit products. 
This need not lessen the effort to produce crops more 
economically and of higher quality. The citrus indus- 
try is an example of evenness in effort to produce the 
best and to take care of it in the markets. But what 
does it profit the State to be told how to increase the 
tonnage of raisins, prunes and table grapes when these 
commodities often do not pay the cost of production; 
what permanence of horticulture to dragoon a few 
thousand suffering tenderfeet every year into buying 
fruit ranches or planting them when some lines are al- 
ready overdone and will remain so of average seasons 
until the economics of packing and selling are given 
their proper position? We need scientific work in every 
line of agricultural work; we need the practice of the 
art of agriculture. But these are but causes of engorge- 
ment of the fruit trade unless the business end of it is 
promoted at the selling. We may run “science mad” ia 
agriculture unless we also magnify equally the value of 
proper distribution of the products thereof. 


T IS A compliment to the permanence and basic value 

of the art of cultivating the earth that the oldest vol- 
ame of Latin prose extant is a work upon the subject 
of soil culture. It was written 2060 years ago by the 
elder Cato, entitled “De Agricultura,” and is the only 
surviving work of its author, Marcus Porcius Cato. He 
inherited a farm in the Sabines which he cultivated 
with his own hands even while Censor at Rome. general 


pared with Demosthenes. Cato was also a great law- 
yer and he often appeared at towns, near his farm, at 
daybreak, showing that the Roman farmer may have 
originated the custom of arising soon after midnight to 
begin work—a custom not altogether abandoned by the 
modern farmer. 

It would be interesting to know what lines of agricul- 
tural activity Cato pursued that gave him such a reputa- 
tion. It is pretty certain that he knew nothing about 
soil analysis, denitrification, the constituents of manure, 
micro-organisms, tubercles of legumes or the approxi- 
mate composition of plants. The Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists was not formed until 2000 years 
after Cato’s time, the demolition of Leibig’s theory of 
nitrogen assimilation did not occur till twenty centuries 
later nor had the tribunes debated the subject, “Is the 
proteid matter furnishing the bulk of nitrogenous plant 
foods changed by the gods, or by ferments, into ammo- 
nia, nitric acid, etc., and thence assimilated by the 
plants. 

In fact, we wonder what the agricultural writers 
found to put into their works. We do know there was 
no such thing as agricultural science in the days of 
Rome’s supremacy. The art must have been under- 
stood, better then, perhaps, than in the barbarous ages 
following, when farming was about the most degraded 
occupation upon the face of the earth. Cato had no 
farm labor troubles, for his work was done by slaves 
which he treated with unusual severity even for a Ro- 
man, and his habits of early rising may have come from 
the desire to get his serfs into the field before daylight. 
He farmed “with his own hands,” which he had cap- 
tured in the wars. 

The agricultural literature of the world in our own 
times forms one of the greatest and most interesting col- 
lection of books and pamphiets extant. Some of the 
books are finely illustrated, and as expensive as other 
technical works. It embraces in addition to purely sci- 
entific studies, works on every branch of practical agri- 
culture—tive stock, dairying, poultry raising, sugar pro- 
duction, alcoholic denaturizing, the manufacture of 
starch, beer, wine, distilled liquors, farm sanitation, con- 
trol of disease-breeding insects, preparation of fruits for 
marketing, production of by-products of crops, farm 
management, domestic economy upon the farm, irriga- 
tion, conservation of water, and a hundred other sub- 
jects, each bearing upon some subject and usually writ- 
ten by specialists. As we come nearer the limit of nat- 
ural productiveness of the soil, the literature pertain- 
ing to agriculture will become more popular. 


Deciduous Fruit League. 


ECENTLY a plan was broached at a large mass meet- 

ing of fruit growers initiating a league to be organ- 
ized for the deciduous fruit growers throughout the 
State. The sponsors of this movement are now engaged 
in raising a fund of $19,000 to be used in supporting the 
league for the first yea: and the editor of this depart- 
ment has been selected by the growers and shippers to 
manage the business of the new organization. The sup- 
port is to be secured upon an acreage basis of bearing 
trees and vines, including that devoted to dried fruits, 
raisins and prunes. | 

The paramount objects of the league's formation ‘s 
to promote standardization of the fruit pack, the elimi- 
nation of unfit fruits from the markets and improve- 
ments in the methods of handling the fruit while in 
preparation for the shipping car. Associations formed 
for perfecting packing methods will become the units 
of authority and support of the league, and the pro- 
posed organization will devote much of its strength to 
the formation of these units. 7 

Several counties have had two years’ experience in 
handling their fruits under the direction of associations 
formed for the purposes of removing the abuses that 
have so injured the fruit trade. Such are poor pack- 
ing, laxity in keeping out immature, diseased and wormy 
fruit, lack of uniformity in packages, bad practices in 
handling and the packing of fruit in green condition. 
The markets in table grapes suffered overwhelming re- 
verses this season through the shipment of perhaps 1500 
cars of sour Tokays, and in a few cases Bartlett pears 
of fine quality were lost on account of packing wormy 
fruit along with the clean. So it seems there is an 
illimitable field of work for the new organization and 
fruit growers all over the State are anxious to see the 
new institution put upon a working basis. The head- 
quarters of the league will be at Sacramento if it is 
formed. Within two weeks the fate of the movement 
will be known. te:

All the time we are learning more and more of the 
economy of fruit raising, and finding out more about 
markets. Trees and plants that we have gathered to- 
gether and planted contribute marvelously to our de- 
light, and quicken imagination and hope. It is not im- 
probable that our relation to customers becomes also a 
very stimulating social affair. The man who has the 
best fruit, and whose grade and label is unimpeachable, 
will, by such means, come into contact with a grade of 
customers who look farther than the mere pleasures of 
the table; they also will become fruit enthusiasts. In 
a bulletin issued by the Department of Agriculture the 
suggestion is made that every fruit grower should un- 
dertake to educate his customers. The suggestion is a 
good one. “If every purchaser was a judge of the dif- 
ferent kinds of fruits the demand for fruits of high 
quality, which is the grower’s ambition, would become 
a reality. The encouragement of the cultivation of fine 
fruits in the home garden will do much toward teach- 
ing buyers this discrimination.”—-[Orchard and Garden.

The Orpington Fowl. 


A correspondent writes to this department of The 
Times asking that we publish an article on the Orping- 
ton fowl. That is a rataer big subject, since the breed 
consists of four varieties, and in some respects is still 
in the formative period. 

As breeds go, the Orpington classes easily as “new,” 
since its history dates only from 1890, or thereabouts. 
lt is an English bird rated in that country as a gen- 


carcass. The four varieties are Blacks, Buffs, Whites, 
and Spangied. Color of flesh and skin, in Blacks, gray; 
in all other varieties, white. Color of eggshelis a me- 
dium brown. 


The blood that commingles in each variety is indeed | 


of wide range. In the production of the Blacks, Mr. 
Cook, the celebrated English breeder and creator, used 
Black Minorcas, Black Rocks, and Langshans, from 
which by selection and careful breeding he claims io 
have evolved the modern Black Orpington. The an- 
cestry of the Buffs is composed of Golden Spangled 
Hamburgs, Buff Cochins, and Colored or Dark Dork- 
ing. In the process of selection and carefully mating of

In economic considerations the Orpington fowl sail 
well. Where the strain has been bred for egg produc- 
tion, the hens have “made good;" indeed, in instances 
individual flocks and single specimens have made splen- 
did records. By this is not meant that they excell all 
other breeds and varieties in this respect: as a matter 
of fact, they rank with the Rocks and Wyandottes in hen- 
fruit production. As a table fowl, however, they are 
somewhat heavier, being of larger frame. The Black ts 
a big, bulky bird, the largest of the varieties ir the 
estimation of the writer, and also the most typical of 
the breed. Its great depth of body, full breast, short 
legs and general blocky appearance give a good idea of 
its market value, though somewhat heavy in bone. 
The gray flesh of the Blacks somewhat detracts in 
American markets, where yellow and white carcasses 
are preferred, a fault from which the other varieties are 
free. All four sorts are rated as good sitters and moth-

Nowadays preliminaries for a prize fight are more te 
dious and complicated than those bétween the Great 
Powers over the Morocco question. This is one thing 
that has tended to disgust the public with prizefight- 
ing, and to bring about legislation against it. As to 
the brutality of which so much is heard, an ordinary 
prizefight is less brutal—and less dangerous—than the 
average football game. | 

During the short period of six and one-half years Fred 
Welsh has fought seventy-four ring battles, and been 
defeated only twice, having on each of these occasions 
been forced to give his opponent weight. This is a rec- 
ord that has probably never been equalled in the prize 
ring. The sporting writers of the papers are almost 
unanimous in regarding Welsh as a phenomenal fighter 
for his weight. 

Welsh’s home is at Pontypridd, in Glamorganshire, 
South Wales, not far from Swansea, to which port so 
much American ore is shipped for smelting. He was 25 
years of age last month, weighs normally 138 pounds, 
which ts reduced to 133 pounds by training. For seven 


years Welsh has been a vegetarian—a strict vegeta- 


rian while training. Several years ago, when he was in 
Los Angeles, he brought with him his sister, a beautiful 
and talented girl, to superintend the preparation of his 
food. Since then, while he was stopping at a vegeta- 
rian sanatorium near London, the proprietor of the 
place fell in love with her and married her, so that he 
has lost his mascot. However, Fred says his brother- 
in-law is a fine man, like himself a graduate of a well- 
known New York vegetarian training-school of physical 
culture. 

Welsh presents a striking contrast, both physically 
and mentally—and to some extent morally—to the ac- 


cepted type of the pugilist. He is a clean-minded, clean- 


limbed young man, supple and sinewy, not overburdened 
with overgrown muscles, or muscle-bound, as are so 
many strong men who eat largely of flesh foods. In the 
sporting section of a recent number of The Times was 
published a statement by Welsh in which he gave an 
outline of his dietetic habits. He said: 

“Before I commenced my boxing career I expert- 
mented with different diets and foods with a view of find- 


| ing a diet that would produce the very best results in 


endurance, speed and stamina. After a couple of years 
of research and experimenting upon myself while I was 
a boy I finally came to the conclusion that I produced 
much more strength, speed, endurance and stamina 
while training on a non-meat diet. It was because I con- 
vinéed myself of the greater practical results of a vege- 
table diet that I abstained from meat when I entered 
the boxing profession.” 

Continuing, he stated that for two years he was a 


| strict vegetarian, and never felt better in his life. 


Later, when he began to travel around the world, he was 
compelled to eat in all sorts of places, and was some 
times unable to select a suitable vegetarian dietary. He 
said he does not abstain from meat from a sentimental 
reason, but from the practical good results he gets 
from a non-meat diet. He always trains, however, on 
a strictly vegetarian diet. He concluded by saying: “I 
believe better results can be. secured, physically and 
mentally, from two meals a day, thoroughly Fietcheriz- 
ing, with meat entirely eliminated.”

Carl Schultz, Dr. Frank L. Willson, Dr. George B. Ab- 
bott, Dr. P. Olson, and Dr. Henry Gross, Los Angeles, 
At the suggestion of Dr. Ellen Schritz, a committee 
was appointed to report on the feasibility of holding in 
Los Angeles next year a national convention of natu- 
ropaths.
